3. Provide documentation of a mimimum of seven (7) years experience in landscape planting and similar work.

4. Applicants” experience shall include performance of landscape. irrigation system, and accent lighting
mstallation either through self-performance or as the priume contractor.

5. Certification (notarized statement) from the prospective prime/joint venture’s bonding company/agent that
the prospective prime/joint venture has a bonding capacity of at least $5 million above currently bonded
projects. When submitting a bid, the prospective contractor shall be required to fully bond the project
notwithstanding this requirement.

6. Certification (notarized statement) that no contract has been defaulted. terminated or negotiated to an agreed
termination to avoid a default within the previous five (5) years of the advertisement date above.

Special Provision 108B

This project shall be completed 1n 1ts entirety on or before the completion date shown on the
cover of this proposal contract.

All lane closures must be approved in advance by the Engineer. A minimum of seven days’
notice must be provided in advance of any closure. No lane closures will be allowed dunng the
Bonnaroo Music Festival, Special Events, Holidays, Holiday weekends, or as directed by the
Engineer.

All work shall be completed during off-peak hours. No work shall occur between 6 AM and 9
AM or 3:30 PM and 3PM on weekdays. For each hour, or portion thereof, in which work 13
performed outside of these restictions, the contractor will be charged 51,000 per hour, not as
penalty, but as liquidated damage.

In addition to the above, all plantings, irrigation, and electrical work shall be completed by June
30, 2022, The l-year maintenance period will begin after this date and extend to the project
completion date. Failure to complete this work by June 30, 2022 will result in daily liquidated
damages per the rates set forth in section 108.09 of the standard specifications.

All lane closures and operations must be coordinated with existing construction contracts in the
area.
